Under the fifth section of 
the private agreement, the Northern Pa- 
cific took a ‘‘solemn obligation,’’ as the 
clause reads, to maintain the present ex- 
isting rates. Managers here claim that 
Villard will have to do so until he gives 
the required ninety days notice of 
withdrawal from the compact. The 
reasons assigned for this proposed 
action of the Northern Pacific are that 
Villard wants to establish a special con- 
tract system on his own line. One 
manager asserts that he is doing so now, 
in violation of the agreement entered 
into; that as proof, Villard offered 
special contract rates to Portland mer- 
chants immediately after the close of 
the conference, the contracts to run 
to December 31st, 1884. He says 
also, that he has reason to know that 
Villard committed himself by promise 
to give through rates on local tariffs. 
These matters will be considered at the 
meeting in Chicago on the 31st, when 
another commission will be elected.

SAN FRANCISUO. 


Short-Hand Court Reporters on a 
Strike. 


San Francisco, Oct. 18.—For six 
months or more past the official short- 
hand reporters of the twelve depart- 
ments of the Supreme Court have re- 
ceived no pay for their services. Yes- 


terday Mr. Maginnis gave notice that 
he would refuse to proceed to-day, and 
pursuant to this warning, he, when the 
case of John S. Gray, for embezzle- 
ment, came up, declined to report the 
proceedings. For this declination Judge 
Toohy adjudged him guilty of contempt 
and ordered him into custody of the 
sheriff until he shall purge himself of 
the charge.

NO TEST CASE. 
The Mayor Declines to Hold City 


court. 

Mayor Thom did not sit in Justice Mor- 
gan’s court yesterday, as requested by the 
Council last Monday, for the purpose of 
making a test case as to his right to act as 
It isunderstood that he re- 
ceived a letter from his Honor, the magis- 
trate of the lower court, a day or two ago, 
intimating theat there was not room 
enough for both to hold court, and that he 
proposed to hold the fort. So the Mayor 
remained quietly in his office and the Jus- 
tice proceeded with his judicial work. 
The action of the Council was most absurd, 
as there is a case now pending in the 8u- 
preme Court which will settle the whole 
business, and a decision is expected 
within thirty days. To set the 
Mayor up in business the Council 
will have to go to considerable expense in 
fitting him up a court room, providing 
record books, etc., and all that he could 
possibly do would be to try a few drunks 
and vagrants, The law compels, justices’ 
courts to be open at all hours. therefore 
Justice Morgan is justified in refusing to 
surrender, as by doing so he might render 
himself hable. In the meantime he has 
a pretty good thing as the case stands. 
He has his regular salary, besides which 
the law allows him $3 for each criminal 
case where a State law is violated. He 
does not turn in to the city any money he 
receives from fines, as he does not yet 
know whether he has any legal right to 
collect it. The Supreme Court cannot be 
too quick in settling this complicated 
case, one of the muddles resulting from 
the new Constitution.

THE CITY WATER SUPPLY. 


A subject of the first importance to 
the people of this city is that of our 
water supply. A very important and 
valuable report thereon was made to 
t Council at its last session by 
City Surveyor Knox. The salient 
points of this paper appear in this 
morning’s Times. They will be 
read by all _ citizens who are 
in any way, directly or  in- 
directly, interested in the water 
question—and who is not, if he has 
‘any interest at all in the city of his 
residence? Without now going into a 
discussion of the City Surveyor’s rec- 
ommendations touching our future 
water supply, and the best means of 
increasing and _ securing it, it 
may be laid down as a 
proposition which cannot be success- 
fully disputed, that the first essential 
is the adoption of some means by 
which the present lavish waste of. wa- 
ter—amounting, according to the Sur- 
veyor’s estimate, to an average of 35 
percent. of the entire quantity taken 
out of the river for the city’s uses— 
may be stopped. Unless this is 
done it is perfectly obvious that, 
with our present rate of increase 
in population, the time is not distant 


when Los Angeles will’ experience a 


water famine of alarming proportions. 
It isa large and a vital subject, and 
requires the best thought and action 
“tour people and our local legislature. 


A GROWING COMPETITION. 


The completion of the California 
and Oregon Railroad has already had 
its influence upon the northern part of 
California. The demand for land has 
increased, and the price of the same 
has advanced and is advancing, and 
the newer and sparsely settled sec- 
tions of the State contiguous to this 

great line of ralfvay are being opened 
up for settlement, while new homes are 
springing up and farming lands are 
constantly being occupied and im- 
proved. There is abundant evidence 
of advancement in sections of the State 
~therto isolated, no less than in the 
more populous sections. The whole 
drift of the State is in the direction of 
a growth unprecedented in the history 
of any other State in the Union. 
The spirit of improvement seems 
to have seized upon the people, 
and enterprises have been  pro- 
jected that will advance the value of 
all real estate in their neighborhood. 
The grand canal .in Colusa county will 
largely enhance the value of lands in 
that section, and the extcnsion of the 
California Northern Railroad to the 
northward, 
Lassen, Plumas and Modoc, tapping 
the Northern Pacific in eastern Ore- 
gon, will open a rich section of the 
State to settlement. No section of 
California can long remain unoccupied 
after it is once brought within sound 
of the shriek of the locomotive. As 
it thunders along its iron track it 
wakes the echoes of an advanc- 
ing civilization, the movement of 
which no force 1s strong enough 
to oppose. Hitherto the “boom’’) 
has been largely in the direction of 
Southern California. This section has 
been justly considered the garden spot 
of the State, and, particularly for those 
wishing to = land investments for 
the purpose of fruit growing and its 
kindred industries, it has been looked 
upon as especially attractive and de- 
sirable. . Without doubt the interest 
in this section will not diminish nor 
will immigration be diverted from us 
to other portions of the State if we pur- 


gue a wise‘and judicious policy towards 


those desirous of making their homes 
among us. We should be especially 
careful not to attach fictitious values 
to the lands‘ and real _ estate 
which are placed upon the mar- 
ket. There will be danger to 
our future if thisis done. California 
is a broad and fertile State of empure- 
like dimensions, and there is hardly a 
portion of it but offers to the immi- 
grant from the East, familiar with the 
frozen scil and more rigorous climate 
of the other coast, superior attractions 
to the land which he has: left. He 
will consider the fact that California 
holds out a broad territory from which 
to purchase, and he will hardly be be- 
guiled into paying two or three prices 
for property here, however desirable 
it may be, so long as he can do well 
elsewhere in the State, and pay less 
and be more prosperous.

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


Valuable Report of the City Sur- 
veyor to the Council. 


Number and Names of Zanjas—Area Irrigatcd 
—Pipes Required and Already Lald— 
Much Timely Information. 


The City Surveyor, Capt. Knox, has 
prepared and presented to the Council an 
elaborate paper on the condition of the 
water supply of the city, which contains 
much valuable information for property 
holders to consider. The water question 


the city has to deal with, and the survey- 
or’s paper enters, not only into the ques- 
tion of the irrigating supply, but also of 
our supply for domestic purposes. The 
facts he presents have been obtained by 
the most careful investigation and should 
be read by all who are interested in the 
city’s welfare. The paper is too long to 
publish in full, but the substance of it is 
herewith given: 

NUMBER OF ZANJAS—AREA IRRIGATED — PIPES 

REQUIRED. 

There are seventeen zanjas used at pres- 
ent to convey water to irrigators, and 
their names and length in feet are given as 
follows: Zanja Madre, 10,560 feet; zanja 
1, 13,200; zanja 2, 13,200: zanja 3, 13.200; 
zanja 4, 21,120; zanja 5, 25,080; zanja 6-1, 
11,880; zanja 7, 19,800; upper 7, 6000; 8, 
14,520; 8 R, 31.680; 9 E, 68,640; 9 R, 10,- 
560; C R, 31,680; Nicholl’s ditch, 7920; 
main supply, 15,840; woolen mills ditch, 
9286. | 

The total area irrigated by these ditches 
amounts to 7366 acres. Eight ditches 


length of pipe laid amounts to 21,906 
feet. Under the present system the 
length of pipe requ.red to complete the 
work is 302,214 feet, and the total cost of 
construction is estimated at $292,319. 


DISTRIBUTION OF WATER. 


The waters of the Los Angeles river di- 
verted for the purpose of irrigation are 
divided into eighteen equal irrigating 
heads. It is intended that each head 
shall deliver one hundred miner’s inches, 
the equivalent of which is 2.34 cubic feet 
per second, but, during the summer 
months, when the volume of water in the 
river is materially reduced, aproportionate 
decrease is made in each head. The sup- 
ply ditches are taken from the river at 
three different elevations. (1) On the 
upper level flows the main supply ditch, 
supplying Zanja9 E. and throughit res- 
ervoirs Nos. 4 and 5, the canal 
and reservoir ditch, and from _ res- 
ervoir No. 4, through the wovlen mills 
ditch, zanjas 8 Rand the Nicholls ditch. 
(2) On the middle level flows zanja up- 
per 7, supplying a portion of East Los An- 
geles. (3) On the lower level flows zanja 7 
on the east side of the river; the zanja 
Madre, supplying zanjas 3, 4,5 and 8, and 
zanja 6-1, supplying zanjas 1 and 2. 
CITY WATER COMPANY’S SUPPLY. 


_In addition the City Water Company, 
under a franchise from the city, diverts 
from the river a quantity of water suf- 
ficient to discharge continuously into the 
storage reservoir 4.60 cubic feet per sec- 
ond, and distributes the same for domes- 
tic use, for street sprinkling, for garden 
irrigation and for the use of the Fire De- 
partment. 
WASTE OF WATER IN CARRIAGE. 


From data obtained from various 
sources, it appears that an approximate 
estimate of the waters wasted in carriage 
'through the ditches, ‘under the present 
system, is as follows: From zanja E, 75 
per cent.; from the other ditches, includ- 
ing the City Water Company’s, 25 per 
cent., making an average loss of 35 per cent. 
In other words, to deliver 2000 miners’ 
inches, under the present system, it is 
necessary to divert 3077 miners’ inches. 


NECESSITY OF PIPING THE WATER. 


A reference to the table will show that 
there are now 7366 acres of irrigated land. 
It is estimated that during the next ten 
years 400 acres therein included will be 
subdivided and occupied as house lots and 
1200 acres irrigable, but not, at present 
irrigated, will be placed under cultiva- 
‘tion, making an actual increase over the 
present area irrigated of 800 acres, or 16 
per cent. It is further estimated that in 
the same period the demand for water for 
domestic purposes will be doubled, At 
the present time this demand is supplied 
as follows: City Water Company, 2,850,- 
000 gallons; Beaudry Water Works, 400,000 
gallons; making a total of 3,250,000 gal- 
lons per twenty-four hours, the equivalent 
of which is 230 miner’s inches. 

In 1893, therefore, there may be re- 
quired, for domestic use, 460 miner’s 
inches; for irrigation, 1998 miner’s inches. 

Should this system, unimproved, be 
continued, there must be an _ increase 
in the quantity of water diverted 
from the river of 700 inches or seven irri- 
gating heads. The present supply, as has 
already been stated, is inadequate during 
the summer months, and the constant in- 
crease in population and area under culti- 
vation renders the development of all 
existing sources of supply a matter of the 
first importance. 

IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED. 


The City Surveyor, after dwelling on 
the above points, goes on in his report 
suggesting methods by which the water 
service of the city may be improved. We 
quote the following: 

‘In my opinion the remedy (for an in- 
adequate supply) is plain. Stop the waste 
in the carriage of water from the river to 
the various points of delivery. This can 
be done by piping but, with the present 
system, to do so will require the expendi- 
ture of one-quarter of a million dollars, 
if done as a whole; or, if distributed 
equally through the entire ten years, a 
yearly expenditure of $30,000. . 


NOT THE BEST SYSTEM, 


There are grave doubts, however, wheth- 
er the proposed system is the best one that 
could be devised. Referring to the sta- 


zanja 9 E, after deducting the line of 
iron pipe across the Arroyo Seco, there 
are 58,000 feet of ditch to be piped. It 
is possible that forty thousand feet 
of this distance can be eliminated by 
a change in the alignment of that ditch, 
and in addition, the waste in water 
carriage from the supply ditches to Reser- 
voir 5 can be reduced from 75 per cent. to 
at least the average percentage of waste, 
35 per cent. Besides, very important fea- 
tures in a water system of the magnitude 
of Los Angeles are storage reservoirs. 
This is more particularly so from the fact 
that applications have been already made 
to your honorable body from 


THE HILL RESIDENTS 


for relief from what they claim to be an 
oppressive monopoly. Itis in your power 
to grant this relief, provided that you are 
intrusted with means to liquidate the cost, 
and it is undoubtedly the right of these 
applicants that their rights should be con- 
sidered in any expenditures for the ‘ad- 
vancement of the general welfare. 


MOST ECONOMICAL PLAN, 


After a careful consideration of the sub- 
ject which you have presented to me, I am 
of the opinion that the most economical 
policy to pursue in developing the water 
system isto ask your constituency to au- 
thorize the issuance of bonds, but before 
this is done I believe it will be well that a 
thorough .and complete hydrographic 
survey should be made.’’ The surveyor 
goes on to suggest that a board of three 
engineers be appointed to prepare and 
present plans at an early date, and points 
out the methods by which, in his opinion, 
they can work to the best advantage. His 
whole report is a timely and excellent 
paper, which, were it not so lengthy, 
would appear in full in these columns. He 
closes as follows: , 
that in the near 


“Tam assured 
future it will be  imperative- 
ly necessary for the protection 


of alarge property interest in this city 
that large amounts of money shall be ex- 
pended in the improvement of your water 
system. To do this by direct taxation will 
keep your tax rate for several years to 
come at a high figure, and the work will 
not be half done; by this issuance of bonds 
you will be enabled to proceed with wis- 
dom and economy, and the relief thus af- 
forded will be immediate. ”’

Cotton Growing in California. 
Widow Strong, saysthe Merced Ex- 
press, whose ranch is on the Merced 
river, near Hopeton, has under cultiva- 
tion this year about 250 acres in cotton. 
It is cultivated by Chinamen on shares, 
and it is anticipated that the crop will 


yield about 190 bales of 450 pounds 
each. It is nowin full bloom and some 

of itin the boll. The staple is not so 
fine and long as that of the Mississippi 

or Louisiana cotton, but is what would 

be termed in the New Orleans market 

as “‘middling.”’ “Although the crop is 

in a healthy looking condition and well 

cultivated, 1t is said not to be so good as 
that of last year. The stalks are nearly | 
all of a uniform height and size, but not.

Inquest on the Body of Mrs. Gari- 
baldi Last Nigbt. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Lorenzo Garibaldi, 
one of the proprietors of the Italian paste 
factory on Upper Main street, died sud- 
denly, the cause of his death being pro- 
nounced by the physicians to be apoplexy.

Lips, H. Newmark, I. N. Van Nuys and 
the Secretary a committee to draft the 
petition. 

No further business being before the 
Board, it adjourned for two weeks.
